No parking 
ticket hike... 
for now 


O Service Alberta defers $15 licence-plate queries until Sept. 
O Fee still imminent, Service Alberta spokesperson says 


Motorists who are in the habit of 
getting parking tickets may be off 
the hook for an increased price — 
for now. 

Service Alberta announced 
Thursday they will delay a $ 15 fee 
for licence-plate queries. 

“We have listened to the con¬ 
cerns of municipalities and police 
agencies and they asked us to 
defer until Sept. 1, and that’s what 
we’re doing,” said Sharon Lopatka, 
spokesperson for Service Alberta. 
“It’s giving municipalities time to 
adjust to the search fee.” 

The City of Edmonton said 
parking tickets would likely 
increase by $25 to help cover an 
estimated $10 million in lost rev¬ 
enue. The bylaw was supposed to 


come before city council this 
month. 

“If they’ve decided to delay it, 
I don’t think that we can, in good 
conscience, consider approving a 
$25 charge,” said Coun. Tony Cate- 
rina. 

Sgt. Tony Simioni, president of 
the Edmonton Police Association, 
said the fee could have an impact 
on crime control and manpower 
if it comes out of the policing 
budget. 

“Not only should they delay it, 
they should get rid of it altogeth¬ 
er,” he said Thursday. 

Todd Burge, manager of the 
city’s corporate-finance branch, 
said an increase to parking fines 
could help offset the impact on 


police but that talks will need to 
occur with the province prior to 
any decisions being made.

Three Hills 
to appeal 
Guzoo 
ruling 

In the face of one of its ma¬ 
jor attractions facing clo¬ 
sure, the Three Hills mayor 
is planning a future for the 
town he hopes will include 
Guzoo. 

“My feeling is that of 
disappointment,” said Tim 
Shearlaw. 

The mayor of the town 
250 kilometres from Ed¬ 
monton said he thought 
when the conditional per¬ 
mit was issued April 1, 
owner L 5 mn Gustafson 
would be told changes to 
make and comply. 

Instead, the town — 
which sees a number of 
visitors a year from Guzoo 
traffic — learned with 
everybody else Wednesday 
results of a third-party re¬ 
view had led Sustainable 
Resource Development to 
revoke Guzoo’s licence. 

He plans to discuss op¬ 
tions for the zoo with 
Gustafson over the week¬ 
end. 

He said the town is “in 
shock,” and he intends to 
band with nearby munici¬ 
palities in the fight.

Guzoo animal rescue 
plans in the works 

O Rural zoo owner said he will reopen with just domestic animals

With the fates of an esti¬ 
mated 400 animals in the 
air, groups are coming for¬ 
ward offering the safe 
transport of Guzoo’s 
threatened residents. 

Terra Johnston, execu¬ 
tive director of the Alberta 
SEGA, said the society’s 
role has become one of 
protector during the road¬ 
side zoo’s decommission 
process. 

“We have a member 
there to ensure the ani¬ 


mals are being cared for 
humanely,” she said. “Be¬ 
yond that we have not 
been asked to participate.” 

Julie Woodyer, cam¬ 
paigns director with watch¬ 
dog Zoocheck Canada, calls 
the province’s move to 
close Guzoo “a big, big step 
in its histoiy.” 

Next, new homes will be 
needed and Zoocheck is 
prepared to foot the bill.

Before the Edmonton Po¬ 
lice Service revs up its sec¬ 
ond summer of 
enforcement on noisy mo¬ 
torcycles, motorists are in¬ 
vited to have their bikes 
tested. 

“If you’re concerned 
about your motorcycle and 
how much noise it’s emit¬ 
ting, we’ll be happy to test 
your vehicle and let you 
know how you fare,” said 
Const. Eric Theuser with 
the EPS traffic section. 

Trained officers test with 
a SAE J2825, developed by 
the Society of Automotive 
Engineers and endorsed by 
the Motorcycle and Moped 
Industry Council. 

Chris Real, who helped 
develop the sound level 
meter, said it is placed 20 
inches from the exhaust 
pipe, measuring the bike at 
both idle and an accelerat- 


Bylaw details 


^ Under the city's bylaw, mo¬ 
torcycles must not be loud¬ 
er than 92 decibels while 
idle and 96 while at engine 
speeds greater than idle. 

^ A ticket for an excessively 
loud motorcycle costs 
$250, $500 for a second 
time, and a mandatory 
court appearance for a 
third offence.

The city introduced its 
motorcycle-noise bylaw Ju¬ 
ly 1, 2010 and handed out 
115 tickets last year. 

Motorcycles straight 
from the factory already 
meet industiy standard for 
acceptable noise levels, said 
Theuser.

“With so many cell¬ 
phones on site (and) in 
use, then virtually no cell¬ 
phones work,” said Brent 
McFarlane, supervisor of 
major events and opera¬ 
tions at the stadium. 
“Even a crowd of 40,000, 
it overloads the system.” 

Carly McKee made the 
trip from Calgary to see 
the show with her family. 

“The worst was when 
my mom (and) sister tried

Another attack on

speak publicly about May 30 rocket 
attack first reported Thursday by

About a dozen rockets were 
fired at HMCS Charlotte¬ 
town off the coast of Libya 
early Monday. 

Crew members aboard 
the Halifax-based ship wit¬ 
nessed the BM-21 rockets 
fired in their direction. 
None of the rockets struck 
the Charlottetown and 
there were no casualties. 

Cmdr. Craig Skjerpen 
said the rockets were rapid- 
fired from a truck on shore. 
The ship has been primarily 
stationed outside the 
Libyan port city of Misrata 
for several weeks. Skjerpen 
said the ship was out of 
range of the rockets, but 


they came within about 900 
metres. 

“It’s a veiy inaccurate 
weapon with a certain 
range. We were outside of 
that range but they were 
able to get close,” he said. 

The ship was sailing 
away firom shore and con¬ 
tinued on course after the 
attack. The crew were sur¬ 
prised, but they reacted 
quickly, Skjerpen said. 

The ship didn’t fire back 
because the weapons sys¬ 
tems aren’t tasked to find 
small targets on shore. 

In most cases, the ship 
forwards the information 
so that NATO fighter jets 
take out the threat. A NATO 
air strike didn’t occur in 
this incident. 

It was a closer call than

the May 12 attack on the 
ship when large-calibre 
machine-gun fire spat at 
them from small attack 
boats. That was at night 
when the shooters 
couldn’t see the ship. 



“They’re really trying to 
push the (NATO) ships 
back from the coast be¬ 
cause our presence here 
stops them from being 
able to attack the port,” 
Skjerpen said.

Conservative MP Andrew 
Scheer has been elected 
Speaker of the House of 
Commons. 

The Saskatchewan 
politician beat out seven 
other candidates for the 
position, including six oth¬ 
er Tories. 

The race came down to a 
sixth ballot between 
Scheer and New Democrat 
MP Denise Savoie — the 


only woman in the run¬ 
ning. Scheer won, support¬ 
ed by the Conservative 
majority. 

The Speaker’s job comes 
with a $233,000 salaiy, a 
car and driver, country es¬ 
tate, parliamentaiy apart¬ 
ment and considerable 
power. 

In 2005, former Speaker 
Peter Milliken cast a tie¬ 
breaking ballot that saved 


the Paul Martin govern¬ 
ment from defeat on a 
budget vote. 

This spring, he ruled 
that there were grounds to 
find the Harper govern¬ 
ment in contempt of Par¬ 
liament — a judgment that 
helped trigger the May 2 
election. He also cast the 
tie-breaker in a con¬ 
tentious vote on same-sex 
marriage. 


Scheer, a deputy speaker 
in the last Parliament, was 
considered the front-run¬ 
ner for the position. 

“I have heard some feed¬ 
back about my age,” said 
the 32-year-old father of 
four, to laughter. “I know I 
am getting quite old now.” 

This was the first order 
of business for the 41st ses¬ 
sion of Parliament.

O Islamist militants burst out of 
Afghanistan O U.S., NATO criticized 


Islamist militants who 
flowed out of Afghanistan 
fought a second day of 
flerce battles with Pak¬ 
istani security forces 
Thursday. 

It was one of the dead¬ 
liest clashes on the Pak¬ 
istan side of the frontier in 
months. 

Authorities said 63 peo¬ 
ple were dead. 

Pakistan’s militaiy ini¬ 
tially said the assault was 
the work of about 200

Thailand’s Culture Ministry 
says foreign tourists should 
be barred firom getting Bud¬ 
dhist tattoos while visiting 
because the practice is cul¬ 
turally insensitive. 

Culture Minister Niphit 
Intharasombat said in a 
statement that his min¬ 
istry has been receiving 
complaints from residents 
that tattoo parlours are 
etching sacred images of 
Buddha and other reli¬ 
gious images onto the skin 
of non-Buddhist visitors. 


Thailand is mostly Bud¬ 
dhist, and Buddha statues 
and images are considered 
sacred objects of worship. 
Millions of foreigners visit 
the nation annually. 

Niphit said his ministiy 
had called on tattoo par¬ 
lours nationwide to halt the 
activity. According to the 
country’s government news 
agency, NNT, he also asked 
provincial governors to “in¬ 
spect tattoo studios and 
seek their co-operation.”

About 150 workers in 
Winnipeg have taken to 
the picket line for the first 
in a series of rotating 24- 
hour strikes. 

The Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers announced 
plans to strike earlier on 
Thursday after a last-ditch 
attempt by the Crown Cor¬ 
poration failed to head off 


job action. 

The union is hoping the 
strike will encourage man¬ 
agement to return to the 
bargaining table with a 
proposal that meets the 
needs of its members. 

CUP-W says it expects to 
meet senior post office 
management on Friday. 

The union says it picked 
Winnipeg as the first rotat¬ 
ing strike location because 


it was the first city to feel 
the impact of Canada Post’s 
modernization program. 

Canada Post has said it 
needs to address labour 
costs. 

It notes the letter-mail 
business has fallen by 
more than 17 per cent 
since 2006 due to digital 
communications. 

Businesses and charities 
have been preparing for a 


big financial hit because of 
the postal strike, while ri¬ 
val courier services have 
been making plans to ac¬ 
commodate a potential in¬ 
crease in customers. 

Dan Kelly of the Canadi¬ 
an Federation of Independ¬ 
ent Business estimates the 
postal strike will cost 
small businesses between 
$200 to $250 daily.

“The need to cut off the 
middle man was clear, and 
the Internet provided that 
opportunity,” said Cohen.

A Malaysian social activist will apol¬ 
ogize 100 times on Twitter in an 
unusual settlement with a magazine 
publisher in a defamation case, his 
lawyer said Thursday. 

The penalty has sparked debate 
among Internet users about the 
pitfalls of social media in Malaysia, 
where authorities have warned people 
to be more cautious about what they 
write on blogs, Facebook and Twitter. 


Fahmi Fadzil, an opposition politi¬ 
cian’s aide and respected commenta¬ 
tor on social issues, claimed on Twitter 
in January that his pregnant friend 
had been poorly treated by her 
employers at a magazine run by 
Bluinc Media. 

Fahmi wrote an apology to Bluinc 
on Twitter a few hours after making 
that allegation, but the company’s 
lawyers later sent him a letter 
demanding unspecified financial dam¬ 
ages for defamation and another apol¬ 
ogy in major newspapers, said Fahmi’s 
lawyer, Syahredzan Johan. 

Syahredzan said Fahmi settled the 
case this week by agreeing to 
apologize 100 times over three days on

Richard Crouse: Mark, X- 
Men: The Younguns has its 
share of things that go 
boom but it doesn’t follow 
the summer blockbuster 
format. There aren’t action 
sequences eveiy 10 min¬ 
utes, the characters actual¬ 
ly talk to one another and 
there’s even subtitles! 
What a relief After the 
heavy metal bombast of 
Thor and the like, X-Men is 
more like a Radiohead disc 
— brainy but still fun. 
What’s your take? 

Mark Breslin: I’ve always 
thought the X-Men fran¬ 
chise was the brainiest of 
the comic book movies. 
But this one exceeds all ex¬ 
pectations. Setting it in 
1962 and weaving real- 


world events — like the 
Cuban Missile Crisis — in¬ 
to the plot was a stroke of 
brilliance. Although ... the 
setting may be ’62 but the 
hemlines are definitely ’67! 

RC: The setting may be ’62 
and the hemlines ’67, but 
the themes are definitely 
2011. One quote in particu¬ 
lar, “Security is more im¬ 
portant than liberty,” 
sounds scarily up-to-date. 
Add to that some groovy 
space age design, and 
Kevin Bacon as best bad 
guy of the summer so far, 
and you have a great exam¬ 
ple of how big blockbuster 
entertainment can enter¬ 
tain the eye (thank you Jan¬ 
uary Jones and Jennifer 
Lawrence) and the mind. 


MB: January Jones looks 
great in Barbarella drag, 
but 1 still maintain she 
can’t act. But the rest of 
the cast sure can. James 
McAvoy brings great hu¬ 
manity — and a great col¬ 
lection of tweed jackets — 
to his role as a young Pro¬ 
fessor X. Michael Fassben¬ 
der seethes as the 
Holocaust-haunted Magne¬ 
to. But a clever cameo by a 
major star beats them all 
with one succinct and un¬ 
printable line. The rest of 
the film is talky, but it’s 
mostly good dialogue, ex¬ 
cept for the constant re¬ 
minders that “we’re all 
outsiders, blah-blah-blah.” 

RC: It is a bit talkier than 
you might expect from a 


big budget comic book 
movie, but at least they’re 
saying something. It isn’t 
just chatter. 1 think the 
reason this movie works 
so well is that it has the 
best of both worlds, good 
blow-’em-up, great vil¬ 
lains, cool characters and 
a script that respects all of 
the above. If they wanted 
to make it less chatty, 1 
suppose they could cut 
some of January Jones’s 
lines. One thing is for 
sure, acting is not her su¬ 
per power. 

MB: 1 also liked some of 
the director’s ’60s touches, 
like the split screen effects 
that 1 haven’t seen since 
The Thomas Crowne Affair 
— the first one.

Super 8 star not 
growing up too fast 


015-year-old Ryan Lee stars in the new J.J. Abrams thriller O Actor knows the 
importance of secrets O Didn’t even know what movie he was trying out for

Who says kid actors can’t 
have normal childhoods? 
During a phone interview 
with Ryan Lee, the 15-year- 
old Super 8 star, he briefly 
interrupts our chat to act 
like a youngster. “1 just 
saw a stray dog and I’m 
trying to catch him right 
now. What was your ques¬ 
tion again?” 

1 had just asked the 
Austin, Texas native about 
working with director J.J. 
Abrams, the megamind 
behind TV and movie hits 
like Lost and Star Trek. 

“He’s just one of those 
guys who can really make 
you feel comfortable dur¬ 
ing a scene,” said Ryan. 
“He’s really good at what 
he does. He’s really hands 
on, down to earth and just 
an amazing director all 
round.” 

Like all of Abrams’s 
projects, the plot of Super 
8 has been kept under 
wraps. Ryan plays one of 
six kids who witness a 
mysterious train wreck. 
“Then everything starts to 
go crazy,” he says, picking 
up the story. “Once we get 
away things start to go 
weird in the town; like 



people going missing, 
dogs going missing, home 
appliances going missing. 
Nothing can really be ex¬ 
plained!” 

Other than that he’s 
been sworn to secrecy. 
“Once 1 got the call back 1 
had to sign confidentiality 
papers,” he says. “1 had to 
bring them home to my 
family and they had to 
sign them too. It was real¬ 
ly secretive.” 

So secretive he didn’t 
know what he was audi¬ 
tioning for when he first 


went out for the part. 

“My agent sent me on 
the audition and 1 had no 
idea it was for J.J. or for Su¬ 
per 8,” he says. “The audi¬ 
tion was about a girl and a 
boy fighting about math 
homework. It had nothing 
to do with Super 8. Then 
at the first audition with 
him this girl next to me 
said, J.J.’s waiting.” 1 said, 
J.J. who?’ Her mouth 
dropped. 1 had no idea he 
was going to be working 
on this.” 

Working with Abrams, 


he says, was a breeze. “He 
never yells and with a 
group of six kids ...” Ryan 
said. “Not yelling? How do 
you even do that?” 

There’s a great buzz 
around Super 8 right now, 
even Ryan feels it — “1 
want to see the movie so 
bad, just like everybody 
else,” he says — but right 
now in the days before the 
movie opens it’s back to 
being a kid and catching 
that dog. 

“Fm trying,” he says. 
“He’s fast.”

Cell 213 O Movie was Aimed at a closed down prison in Guelph, Ontario

The new supernatural 
thriller Cell 213 oozes with 
creepy atmosphere. Filmed 
on location at the now-de¬ 
commissioned Guelph Cor¬ 
rectional Centre, it’s the 
stoiy of a hotshot defence 
attorney (Eric Balfour) 
locked down in a deca 3 dng 
penitentiaiy and plagued 
by nightmarish visions. 

The movie also marks 
the return of Booge 5 mian 
director Stephen Kay to the 
horror genre after a six- 
year absence. Metro got the 
chance to chat with three 


of the film’s co-stars about 
their stretch behind bars: 
venerable Canadian Bruce 
Greenwood (The Sweet 
Hereafter), newcomer Deb¬ 
orah Valente, and Michael 
Rooker (Hemy: Portrait of a 
Serial Killer). 

“1 play the warden of a 
prison that is singularly pe¬ 
culiar in that one of the 
cells, number 213, is essen¬ 
tially a holding cell be¬ 
tween heaven and hell,” 
Greenwood says about his 
role. 

Rooker portrays the war¬ 
den’s thuggish sidekick, a 
guard who “does whatever 
my boss tells me to do,” 
Rooker says with an omi¬ 


nous smile. “1 control the 
guy inside 213, making 
sure he does what he’s 
told.” 

Valente plays “a govern¬ 
ment official working on a 
case regarding excessive 
force and suicides taking 
place at the prison.” 

With Rooker already 
having made his bones in 
horror over the years, 
Greenwood and Valente 
were excited for their own 
chance to chill viewers’ 
blood. 

“I’m not that familiar 
with the genre,” says 
Greenwood. “1 haven’t 
been in that many movies 
dealing with the horrific. 1 


wasn’t aware how spooky 
and weird the finished 
project was going to feel, 
even though we were 
shooting in this wet, dark, 
hideous, enclosed, oppres¬ 
sive prison. While as an ac¬ 
tor you absorb that to some 
degree, 1 wasn’t ready for 
how scaiy this film ended 
up being.” 

It takes you on a roller 
coaster, and that’s the fan 
about making a movie like 
this, letting the audience 
go with you on the ride,” 
says Valente. 

“A roller coaster where 
the ceilings are low,” Rook¬ 
er adds. “Just remember to 
duck.”

James Blake says he’s look¬ 
ing forward to playing the 
eight festivals that he’s 
booked to play this 
summer, including 
Glastonbury, the Pitchfork 
Music Festival and San 
Miguel Primavera Sound in 
Spain. 

But during Blake’s 22 
years of growing up in Lon¬ 
don, he didn’t actually go 
to that many. The pianist 
and singer, who 
incorporates a dubstep 
sound, says he attended 
the Exit Festival once, but 
didn’t spend much time 
looking at the stage. 

“If the music is good, I 
can have an amazing time, 
but not even necessarily 
related to that music,” he 
says. “It gives you the 
space to have a laugh in, 
but you know that if all 
else fails, you can just go 
and listen to some really 
good music.” 

You’re playing so many differ¬ 
ent festivals this summer. And 
1 first saw you at the SXSW 
festival in Texas. Do you ever 
get to check out any of the 
other acts? 

There are some people I’m 
really excited to see. I was 
fascinated by Odd Future at 
SXSW. To me, it looked like 
that festival kind of broke 
them. They did really well 
to show people what they 
can do. I saw them twice. 
The second time it took me 
a while to get in. It was like 
ridiculous h 5 Ape, to the 
point that I don’t think I’ve 
ever seen before. 

Well, some might argue that 
the hype surrounding you 
comes close. 

I just think it’s a different 
kind of h 3 ^e. It’s gone at 
different speeds and I 
think they’re burning at a 
different temperature. 

It has been interesting to 
watch the online thermome¬ 
ter, so to speak. There was the 
hype and then there was the 
backlash... 

I loved the backlash. It was 
really cool. 

Oh yeah? Why? 

Because once the backlash

happened, there was a 
backlash against the back¬ 
lash, and it was really 
interesting to see. To be 
honest though. I’m not re¬ 
ally part of it. I think that’s 
what I’ve liked about it. 

Are you saying you don’t have 
a Google Alert with your 
name? 

(Laughs) I don’t think any¬ 
one can say they’ve never 
done that, but I think it 
just matters so little to the 
creation of music what 6 
million Internet people 
think that it didn’t really 
bother me too much. But 
from what people told me, 
for every negative thing 
that was written, there 
were about 100 positive 
things. 

How different is your new 
work? 

I think it’s getting more 
outward. I’ve come quite a 
long way, personally and 
musically in the last year or 
so. I’ve had a lot of new ex¬ 
periences, I’ve been to a lot 
of new places, I’ve met a lot 
of new people and listened 
to a lot of new music. That’s 
what touring does. I think 
my music has kind of devel¬ 
oped. I think it’s better? I 
don’t know. 

When I saw you play live I 
was really blown away by 
how deep your bass sound is. 
When did you first realize its 
power? 

In London, in several clubs 
that I went to that were 



just playing dubstep and 
grime and some garage as 
well. But it was mainly 
dubstep, because dubstep 
just harnessed that power 
that dub had. It harnessed 
that sort of sub-bass pres¬ 
sure and just made it a bit 
more snappy, I think. 

When you first started writing 
songs for your album, did you 
know that you wanted that to 
be an element of your sound? 

It wasn’t really an 
epiphany as much as an 
odd process of making a 
song. With (Feist cover) 
Limit to Your Love I just 
recorded the song and 
then I was writing a beat 
alongside it, but not relat¬ 
ed to it, and thought, 

‘Well, maybe these things 
go together. They’re at a 
similar tempo. Maybe I 
could just put a beat under 
that and see how it 
sounds.’ 

There are so few lyrics in your 
songs. After performing them 
over and over for the past 
year, do you find that you’re

No, I wasn’t going to say that, 
I swear. Do you find you get 
something entirely different 
out of the few words? 

I love it, actually, because 
singing something that is 
so distilled means that you 
have to really care about it 
while you’re singing it.

One of the 
many great

that come with travelling 
abroad is the opportunity 
to sit back and read for¬ 
eign newspapers. As 1 
made my way back to 
Paris to connect with the 
Eurostar to London, 1 read 
an article in the Interna¬ 
tional Herald Tribune that 
started by congratulating 
Bob Dylan on his 70th 
birthday on May 24. 

But then the author, 
David Hajdu, a journalism 
professor at Columbia 
University, pointed out an 
interesting fact: Dylan 
was far from the only leg¬ 
endary rocker turning 70 
in the next 18 months. 
John Lennon would have 
hit 70 last October. 
George Clinton, Joan Baez 
and Paul Simon will reach 
70 by the end of the year. 
In 2012, Paul McCartney, 
Lou Reed, Brian Wilson 
and Aretha Franklin will 
all hit that milestone. And 
were Jimi Hendrix and Jer- 
ly Garcia still with us, 
they’d enter their eighth 
decade, too. 

Coincidence? Not real¬ 
ly. All these performers 
were bom in 1941 and 
1942, which means they 
were 14 when they first 
heard Elvis in 1955 and 
1956. 

Think back to when 
you were that age. It was 


an era of constant discov¬ 
ery, a time when some¬ 
thing new about the world 
revealed itself eveiy day if 
not every hour. Every¬ 
thing was a wonder and 
you were open to any¬ 
thing. As you entered the 
ninth grade, hormones 
ran amuck, emotional re¬ 
actions were strong and 
much of what you experi¬ 
enced at that magical age 
became imprinted upon 
you for the rest of your 
life.

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What started out as funny 
banter on Twitter became 
the inspiration for televi¬ 
sion writer Caissie St.

“1 was on Twitter making 
fun of vampire movies and 
TV shows,” remembers St.

With that tweet, her 
novel was bom. And while 
the protagonist is indeed an 
ageless blood-intolerant 
teenage vampire, Jane Jones 
reads more like a humor¬ 
ous coming-of-age novel 
than a Twilight rip-off. 

This was St. Onge’s in¬ 
tention all along. 

“The vampire part is the 
hook, but it’s not just about 
that.

To capture that unique 
angst, St. Onge channelled 
her own awkward high 
school years. 



“1 remember my teenage 
years veiy clearly; feeling 
trapped and wanting so 
many things.

THIS DATE IN BASEBALL 

1918 - Dutch Leonard of the Boston Red Sox 
pitched his second no-hitter, blanking the De¬ 
troit Tigers 5-0. 

1932 — Lou Gehrig became the first American 
League player to hit four home runs in a game, 
helping the New York Yankees beat the 
Philadelphia A's 20-13. The event was over¬ 
shadowed by the resignation of John McGraw 
as manager of the New York Giants. 

1954 — Henry Thompson of the New York Gi¬ 
ants hit three home runs and drove in eight 
runs in a 13-8 win against the St. Louis Cardi¬ 
nals. Willie Mays drove in the other five runs 
with two homers. 

1971 — Ken Holtzman of the Chicago Cubs 
pitched his second no-hitter, beating the 
Cincinnati Reds 1-0. 

1978 — Dave Johnson became the first major 
leaguer to hit two pinch-hit grand slams in a 
season. His grand slam in the ninth inning 
gave the Philadelphia Phillies a 5-1 victory 
over the Los Angeles Dodgers. 

1989 - Los Angeles and Houston played 22 in¬ 
nings at the Astrodome in the longest night 
game in National League history — 7 hours, 14 
minutes. The Astros won the game on Rafael 
Ramirez's RBI single off Jeff Hamilton, nor¬ 
mally the Dodgers' third baseman. When the 
game ended, Fernando Valenzuela was playing 
first and Eddie Murray was at third.
